RELIEF RICE STOLEN. 


COURT'S JURISDICTION 
* QUERIED. 


The point that the Court had no 
jurisdiction to deal with the 
prisoner was taken by Mr, N. I. 
Brewer in defending aman named 
Pun Funecheuk who was charged 


at the Criminal Sessions yesterday 
afternoon with being in unlawful 
possession of property stolen 
outside the Colony, 


Mr. Brewer claimed that. the 
court had no jurisdiction because 
the alleged stealing was by anone 
British subject outside the Colony. 
It was necessary to prove the 
larceny in order to prove mens rea 
and also, wherever it was possible, 
the ordinance was presumed to 
concern only those ordinarily sub- 
ject to jurisdiction. Mr. Brewer. 
made various references bearing 
on the point, one of which was from 
the case of McCloud v. Attorney’ 
General, New South Wales, whicti 
laid it down that: ‘Every persan 
in this ordinance must be read as 
every person ordinarily subject 
to jurisdiction’ or _ otherwise 
the ordinance i is itself ultra vires, 
All crime is local and jurisdiction 
over the crime belongs to the coun 
try where the crime was commit- 
ted. Except over their own subs 
jects His Majesty and the Imperial 
Legislature have no power what> 
ever.” Continuing, Mr. Brewer 
said the Chinese Government was 
prepared to claim) the man and in 
fact there had been a requisitiun 
for him from the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Holmes said he knew 
nothing about the requisition and 
‘he could not see how there could 
be any requisition authorised in the 
South of China.
